“Johnstown comes in a tail-male 
line which is considered abroad the 
greatest staying line of the day, 
that from Hampton through Dark 
Ronald. This is pre-eminently the 
staying line of the present time in 
England. Not only do the records 
substantiate such but English turf 
experts are in accord with the grow- 
ing sentiment, for Hampton horses. 
In his new “Thoroughbred Blood- 
lines’ Colonel John F. Wall states 
Hampton’s name is considered an 
essential one in pedigree by many 
breeders. So it is that American 
breeders have endeavored to secure 
more of this blood in this country. 
Until William Woodward’s Boswell 
(Bosworth - Flying Gal by Sir Gal- 
lahad III) arrived here last year, 
the only prominent Hampton. stal- 
lions in this country in recent years 
were St. James and his son, James- 
town; Bright Knight and Traumer.

All 
of this strength is reflected in the 
fact that the Bend Or and Hampton 
lines have been first and second in 
British breeding for the years 1935 
to 1938 inclusive. 

Hampton was a good stayer, win- 
ning the Goodwood Cup at five and 
the Epsom Gold Cup at six. He sired 
many well-known sons and daugh- 
ters, most notable of which was 
Bay Ronald, a clever racehorse and 
the sire of Bayardo and Dark Ronald. 
Bayardo bred good racers, and sires, 
his best being Gainsborough. Dark 
Ronald was the sire of Heredot, 
Magpie, Brown Prince IIT Ambas- 
sador IV, Son-in-Law, and Trau- 
mer, among others.Later members 
of the family include’ such well 
known performers as Winalot, Bos- 
worth, Foxlaw, Solario, Singapore, 
Hyperion, Rustum, Pasha, and Das- 
tur. Son-in-Law sired the winners of 
over $1,850,000; Gainsborough is 
represented by winners of over $1, 
625,000 and Solario, the winner of 
about $1,000,000 to the end of 1938. 

American representatives of the 
Hampton line have been few. Wrack, 
who traced through Robert Le Dia- 
ble, was imported and took his place 
as one of the most important sires 
in this country when his get began 
racing here in 1919. He was a great 
sire of matrons, among his daugh- 
ters being Flambino, dam of Flares; 
Bonne Etoile (The Morven Stud 
matron) Giles County; Griselda, of 
Inscoelda and many others. Ambas- 
sador IV was another importation 
and sired Peanuts, sire of Top Row; 
St. James, sire of Jamestown and 
Kiloshandra, the dam of Mate. Still 
another was Bright Knight, who be- 
got Gallant Mac, Her Grace, Fair 
Knightess and Gallant Knight. The 


latter, unfortunately, proved to be 
sterile. 

Traumer was another of Dark 
Ronald’s sons who came to our 


shores. His last crop is not a large 
one, but in view of his record, to be 
outlined here, they are worthy the 
close attention of those seeking rac- 
ing or breeding material or both. 
A winner of $118,000 abroad, he 
proved himself a fine distance run- 
ner, and a horse capable of carrying 
high weight. In the Von Oertzen 
Handicap (Germany), for instance, 
he won at one and seven-eighths 
miles, giving the second horse 33 
pounds. Brought to this country he 
stood at Court Manor in Virginia 
and where he was somewhat lost 
in the shadow of mighty Sun Briar. 
He did not get the chances given his 
more illustrious stablemate that be- 
ing evidenced by the fact he sired 
only 94 foals while standing at the 
Virginia establishment. Yet, in 1931, 
he sired the winners of over $100,000 
and in 1935 was just $11,000 short 
of appearing on the “Twenty Lead- 
ing Sires’ list. To the end of 1938 
his sons and daughters had earned 
$516,783. 

Traumer made the most of his 
limited opportunities, however. With 
both performance and pedigree as 
solid background, he sired many 
useful horses, and especially the 
wear-and-tear type needed for pre- 
sent day competition. Of his 68 to 
race (excluding current two-year- 
olds) - 57 have won, and of those, 
17 won over $10,000. Nine of that 
17 won over $20,000, this group 
including the Dixie ‘Cap winner, 
Dark Hope ($64,020) besides Dark 
Sea, Dark Ayr, Darksine, Barometer, 
Rip Van Winkle, Dark Mission, 
Dark Seeker, Dark Conquest, Dark 
Winter and others.The latest figures 
show that twenty of his fillies are 
already serving at leading breeding 
farms throughout the country.: Six 





are stationed at Court Manor in Vir- 
ginia, and all six have produced win- 
ners, It is noteworthy that of the six- 


teen foals of these mares, fourteen 
have won. 

With so few Hampton stallions 
serving in this country, attention 
can be directed to Traumer’s last 


crop - -seven colts to be sold in the 
Kilmer consignment at Saratoga 
on Monday night, August 14.

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Chronicle’s List Of Juvenile Winners 


Compiled At End Of Six Months Period 


A glimpse into The Chronicle’s records of 2-year-old performers during 
the past half year shows that out of approximately 200 youngsters by Vir- 
ginia sires which have actually gotten to the races since January 1, 135 
have finished in the money and 61 have returned winners of some 94 races. 

Leading the Virginia sires of juveniles for the first six months of 1939 
are: *Gino, eight of whose progeny have earned $7,095, four of them being 
winners; Pompey, twelve of whose get, including six winners, have earned 
$6,655; Whiskaway, three of whose youngsters alone have earned $6,515, 
representing nine wins in twelve starts; and *Sun Briar, with five winners 
among ten of his sons and daughters who have earned altogether $5,065.

All of these were bred at 
Mr. Kilmer’s Court Manor Stud. 

The six winners by Pompey, noted Ellerslie-Morven Stud sire, are: Del- 
marie, out of Charming Note; Flying Mary, out of Flora Mary; Pomana, out 
of Anastasia; Pomiva, out of Riva; Pompey’s Rose, out of Raynham Rose; 
and Toast, out of Sandwich. 

Whiskaway, who stands at the Meadow, farm of Christopher T. Chenery 
at Doswell, Va. has the top juvenile so far in Rapid Way, bay colt out of 
My Carolyne who won the Chicago Heights Handicap in May which netted 
him $2,090. In six starts, the bay colt has never finished out of the money, 
though he was once disqualified after finishing second at Keeneland where 
he won his first two starts. Plaudaway, out of Applaud, has already won 
four out of her five starts, being once second, and Runaway Boy ,out of Zeta, 
and only other Whiskaway 2-year-old winner, accounted for his first and 
only start on the West Coast in May.
